The 
patient's entire estate amounted to 
$5,250. The state board of medical 
registration suspended the surgeon's 


license to practice on account of 
“gross misconduct,” not so much be- 
cause of the excessive fee but because 
the board held that the patient had 
not received the most careful treat- 
ment in preparation for the operation. 

This surgeon appealed to the courts 
and the supreme judicial court denied 
the surgeon's petition for reinstate- 
ment. The court considered a fee of 
$300 would be just, in view of the 
fact that the entire estate was only 


Now suppose the entire estate had 
been $3,250,000, then woulda fee of

One factor seems to have been ig- 
nored in this case. in some circum- 
stances, even in charity practice, it 
demands great moral courage for a 
doctor to attempt to rescue a. patient 
from a desperate’ situation.

Plant to the Weed, “‘For Water 


Comes Out of ‘a Sprinkler’? 
By Robert Quillen . 


In June the grapes on my vines hung in ‘great tight clusters,. d- 
most without a flaw. In August most of them had fallen and the few 
that remained were wrinkled and tasteiess. | 

The tragedy resulted from man’s inability to let well-enough alone. 
I was away from home, and the man who cared for the vines decided to 
improve on nature. He pulled the leaves so the vines could devote the 
whole of their energy to the business of developing the grapes. 

But plants feed through their leaves as they feed through their 
roots, and defoliating them during the growing season cuts their rations 
in half. My grapes starved to death. 

Children are like plants. They are deep-rooted in their homes, 
and home influence in large measure controls their development; but 
they will not develop normally if they have no contact with the outside 
world. They starve, morally and intellectually. 

The boy instructed by a private tutor or trained in a private school 
may learn the definition of honor, but he will think it an abstract virtue 
and nothing more. Place him in a public school or turn him loose in 
the rough democracy of boyhood and he will learn that honor is a 
Shield. He will learn fair play and good sportsmanship to keep from 
getting his nose punched. He will tell the truth and respect property 
rights to keep from being called “Stinky.” : 

Boy or man, he must rub elbows with the world to develop char- 
acter. As dishonor, theft, lying and all immoralities require two peo- 
ple, the one-to wrong and the other to be wronged, so virtue requires 
contacts that afford temptations to be overcome. There is no virtue in 
doing right if there is no opportunity to do wrong. 

The cloistered philosopher who sits beneath his,study lamp and 
coins a code of ethics for mankind is an undeveloped man, and his code 
is fit only for undeveloped men. It is a selfish code that takes no 
thought of the world as it is, and seems designed for a world in which 
one man lives alone. Philosophers sit alone and think, and because they 
os no crowd experience to balance their thinking, they seem a little 
mad.

PSHAW CHARGES 
BEFORE GRAND JURY 


DeKalb Body To Probe 
Slush Fund Remarks of | 
Defeated Dry. 


Decatur, Ga., October 11.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The DeKalb county grand jury 
Thursday was presented officially with 
the charges recently made by former 
Representative William D. Upshaw 
that .“Tammany coin” was used in 
large amounts against his candidacy 


for nomination from the fifth district. 

No action was taken by the grand 
jury Thursday, Solicitor General 
Claude ©, Smith having notified the 
body that Upshaw is out of the state 
and cannot be reached for investiga- 
tion. The solicitor turned over to the 
jury the letter of William Schley 
Howard, chairman of the district dem- 
ocratic executive committee, including 
Mr. Howard’s request that Upshaw 
be quizzed on his charges of a “slush” 
fund, 

Forty-six indictments were returned 
by the grand jury Thursday, setting a 
new record for the county for a single 
term. Among those indicted were W. 
D.,. Phelps, of Atlanta, charged with 
burglary and transportation of liquor ; 
and M. G. Griffith. charged with man- 
ufacturing liquor in a residence near 
the Brookhaven Country club. 

Another of the indictments returned 
was that charging C. C. Hill, alias 
C. E. Davis. with passing worthless 
checks on a Decatur bank. 


IL DUCE WARNS 
PRESS TO AVOID 
HURTING REGIME 


Rome, October 11.—(#)—Premier 
Mussolini regards it as the duty of 
the fascist press to avoid what might 
harm the regime and to do what is 
useful for it. 

The premier, in addressing the di- 
rectors of some 70 fascist newspapers, 
snid that while nobody could criti- 
cize the fundamental principles of 
fascism, any paper was free to criti- 
cize all other fields such as science, 
art. literature and music, “even to say 
that Mussolini is a mediocre violin 
player.” 

Since fascism was an all-inclusive 
regime, the premier pointed out, the 
press was an_integral part of it anil 
could not be ‘apart from that unity. 
“Thus journalism,” he _ explained, 
“more than a profession or trade, be- 
comes a mission of great and delicate 
importance.” 

Mussolini. said the. freest press in 
the entire world was the Italian “be- 
cause it serves only one cause and one 
regime, free because within the laws 
of the regime it can exercise all the 
functions of control, criticism and pro- 
pulsion,”’

Baptists Declare 
Carleton School 
Far Too Liberal 


Minneapolis, October 11.—(4)—-Two 
years of controversy among Minne- 
sota Baptists over Carleton College at 
Northfeld, Minn., was brought to an 
end today by the decision of the Min- 
nesota Baptist convention to sever af- 
filiation with the institution at the 
close of the present school year. 

The convention voted 172 to 135 
last night for adoption of a minority 
report of. a special committee which 
has been investigating charges of Dr. 
W. B. Riley, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church, Minneapolis, that Carle- 
ton college is “no longer an orthodox 
institution” and that it is “frankly 
liberal, with a tendency to, unitar- 
ianism.” 

The majority report of the commit- 
tee was that “the most serious charges 
contained in the widely circulated 
case against Carleton cannot be sub- 
stantiated.” 

E. V. Pierce and C. W. Foley, of 
Minneapolis, in presenting the minor- 
ity report, said: 

“We are compelled to come to the 
conclusion that while there is in many 
ways a fine cultural and moral at- 
mosphere at Carleton, the charge that 
the school is not orthodox, but has a 
tendency toward unitarianism, has 
been abundantly proven, and, in fact, 
frankly admitted by those in au- 
thority.”
